Associated Farmers Of Tulare Co. 
Give $5,000 To Prop. 22 Campaign 


PORTERVILLE —- 
Associated Farmers of Tulare 
County have contributed $5,000 
to the Fair Labor Practices 
committee for. use in the current 
campaign to secure passage of 
Proposition No. 22, the 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
initiative on California’s 
November 7 general election 
ballot. 

“Passage of Proposition No. 
22 is necessary to assure orderly 
harvesting: and marketing of 
Tulare coanty’s and California’s 
farm products,” said Associated 
Farmers President Frank 
Ribeiro, of Tulare, “also to 
protect the basic right of 
agricultural workers to unionize 
or not to unionize through 
secret ballot vote.” 

Commenting on the latter 
point, Ribeiro said, “We strongly 
believe that no one should be 
forced to join a union. We 
believe that a farm worker has a 
right to join or not to join. The 
only way this right can be 
protected is through secret 
ballot vote in legitimate 
elections, as is provided for in 
Proposition No. 22.” 

Directors of the Associated 
Farmers of Tulare County voted 
unanimously at their October 
meeting to make the $5,000 
contribution to the Fair Labor 
Practices committee. 

“Not only will passage of 
Proposition No. 22 protect the 
right of farm workers to 
organize if they vote to do so, it 
will also protect the right of 
farmers to market their crops, 
and the right of consumers to 
buy the farm commodity they 
want to buy wherever they 
choose to shop,” Ribeiro said. 

Directors of the Associated 
Farmers of Tulare County, with 
Ribeiro, are: Gurnice Smith, of
